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LIVING BOOKS 

IN THE TEACHING OF HISTORY.*

I CANNOI pretend to speak to you as an expert, but I think 
I may say that anybody who has taken a great interest in, 
and has been constantly in the society of children, as I have 
been, unconsciously obtains a certain amount of knowledge 
of what is moving. in the child’s mind; and, further, anyone 
who has spent much of his time, as I have, with young men, 
must be able to realize the results of teaching as shown by 
the actual knowledge displayed by the taught when they 
come to manhood. That kind of knowledge I do pretend to, 
and it is the results of it I propose to lay before you to-day. 

I should like to say, in the first place, that I was not able 
to hear the whole of Mr. Garstang’s paper, but I did hear 
enough to show me that he, in regard to mathematics, has 
displayed that kind of noble enthusiasm which must teach 
children and inform them and make them useful citizens. 
1 shall try to some small extent to follow on the lines that 
he has indicated in his paper. If what he said is true with 
regard to the science of mathematics, still more true is it
